CLANDESTINE RADIO INTEL MESSES wml CLANDESTINE RADIO WATCH: 
SPECTACULAR WEB SITE RESULTS 

Martin Schoech, longtime editor and manager of the outstanding Clandestine Radio Watch 
newsletter, and Nick Grace, webmeisler for the amazing Clandestine Radio Intel web site, have 
announced a merger between CRW and CRi. Neither Martin's newsletter nor Nick's web site arc 
disappearing; the merged site contains both. The resulting web site is certainly the most 
spectacular information source in the history of clandestine DXing. In fact, the new site is 
without any doubt the best shortwave radio web site on the internet today. I'll go a step farther 
and say that the new site has to be among the top 100 best internet web sites in the world, 
regardless of topical content 

This kind of flowery language should not be interpreted as a knock on other outstanding internet 
resources, including John Cruzan's wonderful Free Radio Network site. The Clandestine Radio 
Com site is so good thai it is hard to find words good enough to describe it. Relatively new ACE 
members may not recall that webmeisler Nick Grace has been a longtime ACE supporter. For a 
few years he edited the DiaLogs loggings column in The ACE. So, ACE obviously starts out as a 
big supporter of Nick and Martin's efforts. 

The site opens with an illustrated front page closely correlated with breaking world events. From 
the site you can access all current and back CRW issues by pressing the "Watch" tab. You can 
dig into Clandestine Radio Intel's summary database on worldwide clandestines by pressing the 
"Intel" lab. There are a host of other sections, some of which arc under continuous development. 

The new web site, Clandestine Radio Com, can be reached via the 
http://www.clandeslincradio.com/ URL. It is absolutely essential that you add this one to your 
bookmarks, since you'll need to go back again and again. 

COLOMBIAN CIVIL WAR HEATING UP 

As I write this column in mid-October, the Colombian civil war has been back on the news on 
consecutive days. The Associated Press says that on October 12, fifteen armed Colombian rebels 
kidnapped between 10 and 25 people at an oil field in Ecuador, including at least six Americans. 
According to the USA State Department, die rebels seized their hostages and transported them to 
Colombian territory in a hijacked helicopter. The Ecuador government, through Vice President 
Pedro Pinto, said nine people were seized in diis incident, including one Ecuadorian. Pinto 
claimed that the Revolutionary Armed Forces of Colombia had claimed responsibility for the 
attack. Uut, the FARC told the Associated Press that they were not responsible for this one. 
According to the Ecuadorian military, six Americans were among the persons seized. They 
included Dennis Carrey, Steve Deny, Jason Wavcy, David Uradley, Ron Sanders, and Arnold 
Arfold. 

The next day on October 13, the AP reported that eleven Colombian villagers were found shot 
dead on a dirt road near IJarbosa, about eighteen miles north of Medcllin, following their capture 
by a right wing paramilitary group. Four women were among the eleven victims. Hie 
paramilitary group accused the victims of collaboration with left wing guerrilla armies. 



Meanwhile, running for President of the United States, both Governor George Hush of Texas and 
Vice President Al (lore expressed support lor vastK inc.e.i .ed involvement ol the USA military 



in (lie Colombian civil war during their second debate. Although most Americans have not given 
much attention lo this war, the long-running conflict is clearly intensifying. The USA aid has 
been justified as part of the United Stales war on drugs. It seems clear that this policy will almost 
certainly continue under either Bush or Gore next year. The growing American involvement in 
this war deserves our very close attention. 

I checked the web sites of both Green Party presidential candidate Ralph Nader and Reform 
Party candidate Pal Buchanan, but I did not find any specific mention of the Colombia war on 
cither site. Nader calls for a reduction in military budgets, but the word "Colombia" appears 
nowhere on his web site. I did find in the October 1 5 edition of the Cleveland Plain Dealer that 
Nader has come out in opposition to USA military aid to Colombia. Pat Buchanan also docs not 
mention Colombia on his web site, but the site docs discuss his drug policy, which includes, 
"Increasing drug interdiction efforts at our borders," and, "Suspending Mexican drug 
certification unless Mexican authorities sharpen efforts to apprehend and extradite international 
cartel leaders." It does not look like Captain Ganja will be voting for Pat Buchanan. 

The conflict remains of keen interest to clandestine DXers, given the continuing operations of 
shortwave clandestine voices operated by the Colombian rebels. Now that winter propagation is 
back, with later sunrises in eastern North America, our reception of the FARC's Voz. dc la 
Rcsistencia should be putting in decent morning signals once again. They have been active on 
6261 kHz around 1 100 UTC. Sometimes the frequency has been a little variable, moving down 
lo the 6240 kHz vicinity, but most logs note them on 6261. Occasionally the Colombian 
government fires up a black clandestine jammer called El Pueblo Respondc, so a cat and mouse 
game sometimes appears here. It's certainly worth checking around your local sunrise. 

FARC AND ELN CLANDESTINE RADIO TACTICS 

Given the increasing USA involvement in Colombia's civil war, it is useful to take a look at the 
shortwave clandestine tactics being used by leftist rebel groups in that country. The ELN's Radio 
Patria Libre used to put out whopping signals from a big transmitter, back in the days when it 
was operating on 31 and/or 19 meters. These broadcasts were very easily audible in North 
America. But, Radio Patria Libre has not been reported as active for some time. 

As stated above, the FARC station operates regularly just out of band above 49 meters, in what 
we know better as the Europiratc band. But, given its time schedule around 1100 UTC, these 
broadcasts are inaudible by most of the population of North America throughout the summer, 
given sunrises that take place earlier than that. Even the winter propagation on this one is much 
better along the east coast than it is farther west. 

This situation has always puzzled me. You would think that the Colombian opposition would 
have a firmer self-interest in maintaining a public relations presence, particularly in the United 
Stales. Given the increasing USA involvement in this situation, we might look forward to at least 
a restoration of some evening programming, perhaps in the dinnertime area around 2300 UTC. 
This would be prime time for radio listening in Colombia, and also a good time to get DX 
coverage in North America. 

But. I have no involvement in the scheduling for Colombian rebel radios. I just continue to find it 
curious that Ihcy have not been making more overt attempts to extend the listcnership of their 
broadcasts lo areas outside northwestern South America. 



VOICE OF PALESTINE 

Unless you have been living in a cave lately, you certainly saw on TV that the Israeli Air Force 
knocked the transmitter of the Voice of Palestine off the air on October 12. This military nction 
was part of the retaliation for the killing of three Israeli soldiers in the West Bank on that same 

If you want lo hear this station right now in the Middle East, you arc probably out ofluck, given 
the destruction of the transmitter. ( Ihc station had been operating on 675 kHz medium wave, so 
it always has been an extreme long shot for North American reception, even before the 
transmitter destruction). However, they slill remain on Ihc air via an internet RealAudio feed. 
The silc is al the http://www.beilasan.com/pinc/radio.ram URL, which requires a RealAudio 
player lo hear it. Normally I don't have much interest in this sort of interne! clandestine Teed, but 
1 made an exception in this case. When I checked it during mid-October, its only programming 
was a short two minute newscast. But, you might want to visit the silc and see what they are up 

If you're interested in chasing Palestinian radio on shortwave during Ihc current political turmoil 
in the Middle East, you might want to try a shot at the Voice or Ihc Islamic Revolution of 
Palestine. CRW #53 reported a log by R. Mcrrall in Germany (with elaborate sourcing via 
DXI,D) of this one on 9610 kHz around 0330 UTC. The alleged parallel frequency of 7250 kHz 
was not noted in this logging, despite the fael that he checked. 

MARTI JAMMED7 



In Clandestine Radio Watch 055, II. J. Koch of Germany notes that he heard "blabber jamming" 
of Radio Marti on 6030 kHz al 0151 UTC. Has anybody else been noticing Cuban jamming 
here? This is nol Ihc only active Cuban jammer, of course, since JetT While's Radio Miami 
International continues to draw heavy continuous jamming on 9955 kHz. 

YOUR TAX DOLLARS AT WORK IN IRAQ 

According to Nick Grace, in CRW #55, the US State Department has appropriated $1.8 million 
to fund restoration of clandestine radio and TV broadcasts from Radio I lurrich. This station is 
the voice of Ihc Iraqi National Congress. It formerly broadcast from within Iraqi Kurdistan, but 
Iraqi troops destroyed this operation. Nick says that the station will probably be on medium 
wave, as well as TV coverage from an as yet undisclosed Middle Eastern country. Program 
production is anticipated in London. He also notes that both Al Gore and Dick Licbcrman have 
been active supporters of this station, while Ihc Clinton administration has been lukewarm in its 
support during a four year silent period by the station that is apparently about lo end. In fact, in 
CRW Z/53 Nick noted thai "bureaucratic resistance within the Executive branch of government" 
was stalling the restoration of IRC broadcasting. This logjam apparently has now been 



DRAKE SW-8 DISCONTINUED 

Some ACE members have been using the Drake SW-8, or have been thinking about buying this 
receiver. Several sources, including ACE member Harald Kuhl. have confirmed that Drake has 
stopped production of this radio. Harald cited a German distributor as his source. Apparently 
Drake is concentrating on its new partnership with Grundig on the 800 "boom box" model. The 
software and radio performance is similar in the two radios, but construction quality of the 800 
has nol been up lo Ihc Drake SW-8 standard at first. In addition, Ihc huge size of Ihc Grundig 800 
is a turn-off for many DXers, although the audio is pretty good through a big speaker. 

A full review or both receivers is in llie 2001 edition of Pus.spurl lo World Band Radio, now 
available from your local shortwave retailer. II1S North America also sells Ihc books direct from 
the hllp://www.pa»liand.com/ web silc. Once again this year, your editor served as a 
contributing editor to the portatop and communications receiver sections of this important book.
